The hotels and 
streets have been crowded since morn- 
ing, and the‘early and late trains added 
thourands to the throngs. The 
weather for the game is perfect—cool 
and cloudy with little wind, The bet- 
ting last evetring was nearly even, but 
to-day odds are given on Yale. The 
most of the Harvard men arrived last 
night a6 11:45 a.m. The Yale delega- 
tion came at noon by two special 
trains. Most of the city stores are 
decorated impartially. Ali smal! col- 
leges and England colleges are repre- 
sented, Amherst and Williams send- 
ing the largest delegations on the spe- 
cial train at ll a.m. The Yale men 
are offering $100 to $60, which the 
Harvards’ backers accepted readily, 

At 10:30 seyera) bondred persons 
were waiting for the gates of Hamp- 
den Park to open, and at 11, when the 
gates swung back, a steady stream set 
in from way down Main stceet. This 
line of would-be spectators was two 
miles long, though the game was not 
to begin for three hours. Fourteen 
separate entrances prevented a rush, 
aod the work of placing the vast 
throng and seating those entitled to 
seats went on wittl little friction, One 
buodred and sixty uniformed officers 

are on hand to preserve order. 
When the play began the field was 
as near perfect as could be. Experts 
need it without question the 
finest football field in the country. 
Not a breath of air was stirring and 
the weather conditions were most fav- 
orable for any game. The grand 
stands, which encirvle the field, were 
packed with a gay and bappy throng 
half an hour before the game was 
scheduled to hegin. The long wait 
was enlivened by college yells and

The Canada Grain Crop the 
Largest in Years.

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A Steamship’s Quartermaster

San Francisco, Nov. 21.—Secretary 
Friedlander of the Produce Exchange, 
speaking ag to the probable effect of 
the Russian ukase prohibiting the ex- 
portation of wheat, said: ‘‘The San 
Francisco market is in a peculiar con- 
dition. The market has cornered it- 
self without manipulation, by reason 
of the scarcity of wheat and almost 
unprecedented abundance of ships 
available for wheat carrying. It is es- 
timated that the stacks, of,,wheat in 
this State by December Ist will not 
agyregate over 450,000 tons, while 
there are at presentin port, vessels 
with an aggregate carrying capacity of 
250,000 tons, and §0 more ships are 
due here by the end of this year with 
an aggregate capacity of 140,000 tons, 
making a total of 390,000 tons carry- 
ing capacity, as against 450,000 tons of 
of wheat on hand. This leaves 
a surplus of only 60,000. tons 
by the end of the year, and from 
this we must provide for our own use 
and for exports in the way of flour to 
Asia and South America. The mar- 
ket will be relieved somewhat by 
Uregon’s shipments, but they cannot 
pend us enough to balance our needs. 
For this reason the market has been, 
and must continue to be, strong. 
Quotations will continue to be affected 
by those of London, but not to the ex- 
tent that would follow wére the con-} 
ditions other than those | have 
stated.’’ At 11 o’ciock the advance of 
one cent in the Chicago market had 
been noted, and the London market is 
reported firm. 


Caaada’s Crop Freolific. 

By Cable and Associated Press. | 

Toronto, Nov. 21.--The report of 
the Bureau of Industries show tbe 
yield of grain in Ontario this year as 
extraordinary large. Wheat and oats 
are abeve-the average. The crop of 
wheat, spring and fall, is estimated at 
32,684,026 bushels. Nearly half as 
much again as the crop of 1890. The 


oat crop exceeds that of last year by 


more than 22,000,000 bushels, while 
the average per acre is the highest in 
ten years. The root cropis enormous, 
but potatoes are much damaged by 
rot. The acreage of barley sown is 
148,000 less than last year, yet the 


one acre. Monthly statements are to 
be made under’bath requiring the giv- 
ing of a description of the tracts from 
which the timber is cut, amount cut 
and how disposed of. No trees shall 
be cut or removed less than a speci- 
fied number of inches in diameter, 
except for needed roadways through 
the timber. Persons cutting the tim- 
ber are required to cut, remove and 
burn or otherwise dispose of the tops 
and brush of the trees, etc., to prevent 
forest fires, and will be held liable in 
damages for the spread of any fire .at- 
tributable to. his neglect.
